A 
cook in the tiny kitchen failed to function as was neces- 
sary for smooth handling of the orders, Had the steward 
and the remainder of his crew not rallied in the way they 
did several passengers would have left the dining car with 
unfavorable impressions. Ag it was, they were pleased 
with the Company’s service and with the men who had 
done so well in their efforts to satisfy,

There the candidate delivered a short 
address to 50,000 people gathered at 
the Iowa picnic. Immediately following 
this speech the party was conveyed to 
the grounds of the Pacific Southwest 
Exposition, the newspapermen writing 
their stories on typewriters as they 
sped along in the automobiles. After 
the ceremony, Mr. Hoover and his 
entourage returned to Long Beach, 
where the special train was waiting 
to take them to Los Angeles for the 
departure that evening.

expansions and additions to ter- 

minal facilities at San Jose to be 
completed during the next two years 
which will entail an expenditure of 
approximately $3,250,000, and which 
will provide that city with a trans- 
portation plant comparable to that of 
any city of ‘its size :in the country. 

The-plans ‘include ‘the construction 
of a new line:via the westside of the 
city together with the erection of a 
modern and artistic passenger station. 
This work in addition to the station 
and yard tracks will include the con- 
struction of a new double track along 
the west side of the city which will 
be one-fourth mile shorter than the 
present line and will provide several 
overhead crossings or subways at the 
important cross streets. 

Application has already been made 
by the company to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for permission to 
carry out its construction program. 

This west side Hine change will in- 
sure the industrial development which 
may reasonably be expected to take 
place in San Jose for some time to 
come for it will make available for 
industrial locations large tracts of 
land that cannot now be served by 
spur tracks. 

E. C. Morrison has been appointed 
construction engineer in charge of 
the work in the field, the whole proj- 
ect being under the supervision of W. 
H. Kirkbride, engineer of maintenance 
of way and structures. 

San Jose is one of the principal 
dried fruit shipping points on the 
Pacific Coast. It is also an important 
eanning center, Other outstanding 
industries are manufacturers of can- 
nery machinery, can labels, orchard 
spray materials, mill’ work, . and 
wooden products. A large number of 
vegetable shipping concerns are also 
located in San Jose. 

Southern Pacific has always consid- 
ered San Jose one of the important 
terminals on its Pacifie Lines. The 
railroad pioneered the territory and 
has continuously increased its facili- 
ties and investments in San Jose and 
Santa. Clara County in order to ade- 
quately handle the needs of the ter- 
ritory. 

To handle the growing traffic 
through Santa Clara County, the Com- 
pany -last year completed the con- 
struction at San Jose of a new $400,- 
000 freight yard having 9.18 miles of 
track consisting of twelve tracks, each 
with 85 -car capacity. This year: the 
Company will construct ‘an ‘additional 
40,000 feet ‘of track in the yard at-a 
cost of $200,000. The yard is a.com: 
Plete ‘unit ‘in itself and contains ‘train 
‘receiving, departure and ‘repair ‘tracks,

EVEN years ago, D. A. Gemmell, 

tvainmen’s timekeeper in the su- 
perintendent’s office at Dunsmuir; 
bought three acres of hillside land, 
heavily wooded, in North Dunsmuir, 
having in mind the establishment of a 
homesite for himself and family. 

How far the enterprising young 
man and his wife have gone can be 
gleaned from the accompanying pho- 
tographs, The clearing of the tract 
from trees and brush and construction 
of his home were accomplished by 
Gemmell and his wife after his work 
each day in the office. Mrs. Gemmell 
is responsible for the garden in which 
everything is growing that will ma- 
ture in this climate. 

Shortly after completing his home, 
Gemmell secured three goats, a buck 
and two does, for the purpose of pro- 
viding his children with milk. This 
small start was the beginning of the 
formation of his present herd of 12 
milch goats. At the present time the 
yield of milk is over five gallons per 
day, a gallon of which is consumed by 
his family, the balance being sepa- 
vated for the cream which is made 
into butter, the skim milk going to 
feed the pigs and chickens. 

Mrs. Gemmell and two older chil- 
dren take care of twenty hutches of 
pure-bred rabbits, which find a ready 
market. Baby Gemmell is as yet only 
a pet, being eleven months old. There 
is also “Jerry,” a Rocky Mountain 
canary, who does all of Gemmell’s 
heavy hauling, and enough Rhode 
Island Red and Leghorn chickens for 
the household’s use.

A ) 7 HILE the main line of South- 
ern Pacific was being built 
through San Gorgonio Pass 

and across the desert to the Colorado 

River, the railroad company was also 

engaged in other extensive construc- 

tion work in California which contin- 
ued for more than two decades after 
the first “iron horse” poked its nose 
across the bridge at Yuma on Septem- 

80, 1877. 

San Diego was one of the objectives 
considered by the Southern Pacific 
builders at that time. There was in- 
corporated on October 10, 1876, a com- 
pany named The Los Angeles and San 
Diego Railroad Company with inten- 
tion of building a line between the 
two cities making up the corporate 
name, Twenty miles of railroad had 
already been built over the proposed 
route by Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company during 1878-74 in accord- 
ance with promises made before the 
“railroad election” of November, 1872. 
Branching from the pioneer Los An- 
geles and San Pedro road at Florence, 
the proposed San Diego road was 
opened for traffic to Nietos (now 
Downey) on April 15, 1874, and to 
West Anaheim on January 14, 1875. 

Under the name of the new com- 
pany this road was extended seven 
and a half miles to Santa Ana, to 
which point the first train ran Decem- 
ber 17, 1877. There was no other 
construction work done by this com- 
pany and on May 14, 1888, it was con- 
solidated with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. Santa Ana was 
as far south as the Southern Pacific

The railroad was sold 
to the Santa Ana and Newport Rail- 
way Company on February 11, 1893, 
which company in March, 1899, pur- 
chased track and franchise rights in 
Second Street, Santa Ana, from the 
Santa Ana and Westminister Railway 
Company, and during the following 
year started extending their road from 
Newport Beach, about eleven miles, 
to Smeltzer. On November 23, that 
year, the property was sold to the 
Southern Pacific and the line was 
opened for traffic to Smeltzer on Jan- 
uary 1, 1900. Southern Pacific had 
extended a line from the original sta- 
tion at Anaheim (West Anaheim) to 
Los Alamitos, opening it for business 
October 21, 1896, and on September 7, 
1907, a short line was built from Stan- 
ton Junction to Smeltzer. 


New Anaheim Line 


A new line through the city of 
Anaheim was opened September 5, 
1899. This line, almost four miles, 
departed from the original line at 
West Anaheim and was built easterly 
about one mile via Santa Ana Street 
into Anaheim proper; thence south- 
easterly via Olive Street to a connec- 
tion with the original line: at West 
Anaheim Junction. 

The fertile valley of San Gabriel 
‘River was tapped by a line opened for. 
traffic March 16, 1888, between .Stude- 
baker,..on the old Los Angeles and 
San Diego road, and Whittier,:a alis- 
tance .of about ‘five miles.

Monrovia Road 
During the fifteen years before 1900 
several important branches were pur- 
chased or built extending from the 


- main stem of the Sunset Route in 


Southern California. The first .of 
these acquired properties was that 
of the San Gabriel Rapid Transit 
Company line from Los Angeles to 
Monrovia with a branch from Ala- 
hambra to Raymond, near Pasadena. 
This company had been incorporated 
in July, 1887, and a narrow gauge 
road was built from a point on Aliso 
Street on the east side of Los Angeles 
River. The road was opened for traf- 
fic from Shorb to Monrovia on May 
18,. 1888, and to Los Angéles. on 
August 21 the same year. The Alham- 
bra branch of a little more than a 
mile was built during the following 
year. 

It was not long before the road 
was in financial difficulties and in 
June, 1892, it came under the opera- 
tion of the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railway Company. During the year 
it was in the hands of that company 
the line was rebuilt to standard gauge 
and on June 12, 1898, Southern Paci- 
fic took over its operation. The prop- 
erty was sold at judicial sale to the 
Pacific Improvement Company in 
September the following year and ‘on 
October 2, 1894, was.deeded to .the 
Southern . Pacific Railroad: Company.

Southern Pacific began operation 
under lease of the street (motor) rail- 
road between San Bernardino and 
Motor Junction, Redlands, on March 
14, 1892. This seven-mile railroad 
had been built by the San Bernardino 
and Redlands Railroad Company dur- 
ing 1888 and was opened for opera- 
tion on August 17 that year. An ex- 
tension from the main line at Red- 
lands Junction, through Redlands to 
Crafton, was opened March 14, 1892. 
The motor road was sold to the South- 
em Pacific in March, 1916. Soon after- 
wards it was conveyed to the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company and dur- 
ing the same year the road was aban- 
doned and the tracks removed from 
the streets. 

The famous Santa Monica long 
wharf, abandoned in recent years, was

Streets, was opened with a grand ball 
on December 31, 1888, given by the 
Brotherhood of Railway Brakemen. 
There was also a banquet and ad- 
dresses were made by Mayor Bryson, 
ex-Mayor E. F. Spencer, and Col. E. 
E. Hewitt, Southern Pacific superin- 
tendent.o.% 

Southern Pacific built the railroad 
from Mojave to Needles, which is 
now a part of the Santa Fe System. 
This route was over a part of the

original franchise : granted Southern 
Pacifie ‘Railroad ‘Company : under ‘the 
Act of 1867 which chartered the At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad -Company 
(later a part of the Santa Fe). As 
told in. a previous chapter, Southern 
Pacific instead of building over this 
route continued ‘its line south of Mo- 
jave Junction ‘over the mountains to 
Los Angeles. 

The idea of uitimately building 
this line had not been abandoned and 
in June, 1879, C. P. Huntington re- 
ported that development of rich gold 
and sliver mines in northern Arizona, 
southern Nevada and Utah, might 
soon require the extension of this 
branch. Traffic of that region was 
then being taken care of by steamers 
on the Colorado River which connected 
with the railroad at Yuma. 


Build Across Desert 


Construction was started on the 
line at Mojave in February 1882. 
Grading and track laying followed 
close on the heels of the surveyors 
under Lott Norton, who were making 
final locations. The country was 
smooth with no heavy work involved. 
The line was located as far as Ash 
Summit, 182 miles east of Mojave, by 
the middle of summer. Water was 
being hauled 90 miles to the survey-~ 
ors. Norton was then almost 100 
miles ahead of the construction men, 
so withdrew his party until cooler 
weather, In the meantime, Wm. Hood 
had completed location of the main 
line across Texas to San Antonio and 
was returning to California. His party 
was diverted at Yuma, where they

took a steamer up the river to Nee- 
dles, and began work on locating the 
line west from that point to meet 
Norton’s line out in the desert.” 

The road was opened for traffic to 
Amboy on February 12, 1883, and to 
Needles, 242 miles from Mojave, on 
July 1 that year. The Atlantic and 
Pacific (Santa Fe) had reached the 
river about 12 miles below Needles in 
May, 1883. A bridge was built and on 
August 9 connection was made with 
the Southern Pacific at Needles, and 
four days later regular train service 
was in operation over this new trans- 
continental railroad. 

Santa Fe interests acquired this 
section of the Southern Pacific from 
Needles to Mojave by contract of 
lease and purchase dated August 20, 
1884, and at the same time secured 
trackage rights over the Southern 
Pacific through San Joaquin Valley to 
San Francisco Bay. 

Of the more important California 
early-day cities, Santa Barbara was 
almost the last to receive rail connec- 
tion with the remainder of the state. 
As early as 1868 a company was or- 
ganized to build a coast railroad, ob- 
taining a government land grant to- 
gether with guarantee of certain fi- 
nancial aid. Time went on and the 
people became more uncertain whether 
to support the local project or one of 
the larger railroad companies which 
were looking covetously toward that 
Pacific seaport. 


One election for railroad support 
failed to carry and later, when South- 
ern Paeific’s line to Los Angeles was 
opened in 1876, Santa Barbara County

It was not until Southern Pacific built 
its branch from Saugus through the 
Santa Clara River Valley that Santa 
Barbara greeted its first railroad train 
on August 19, 1887. Construction 
work on this road from the main line 
had been started late in 1886 from a 
point near the newly formed town of 
Newhall. It was opened for traffic to 
Santa Paula on February 8, 1887; to 
Ventura on May 18; to Carpinteria 
on July 1; then to Santa Barbara. 
The line was extended north to El- 
wood on December 21, where the 
terminal remained until the Coast 
Line was completed several years 
later. 


Santa Barbara Celebrates 


Most of the population of the little 
city of Santa Barbara met the first 
train as it rolled in at the foot 
of State Street with passengers 
and railroad officials from Los An- 
geles and points south. A special ex- 
cursion train came in later in the 
afternoon with 140 passengers from 
San Francisco and northern California 
cities, That night a brilliant banquet 
was served at the Arlington Hotel 
and the following day all the town 
gathered at Burton Mound with the 
visitors to celebrate the completion of 
the railroad. A colorful street pro- 
cession, featuring military and local 
bands, climaxed the occasion. 

The present Coast Line through 
San Francisco,. San - Mateo, -Santa 
Clara, Monterey, San ‘Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara, Ventura and Los An- 
geles counties,.is an extension of the 
San.Francisco and San Jose ‘Railroad, 
the “second -railroad* to ‘operate ::in

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survey was made nine years before Congress authorized the Central Pacific to 
build the western link of the first transcontinental railroad, It was sixteen 
years before Los Angeles had its frst railroad. 


The route is over that designated for 
the original Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company incorporated In 1865, the 
proposed line of which company was 
later located through San Benito 
County over the mountains into San 
Joaquin Valley. 

As mentioned in a previous chapter, 
a line was built south from San Jose 
to Gilroy; thence to Tres Pinos in 
San Benito County, being opened for 
traffic to the latter point on August 
12, 1873. The section of the original 
franchise route between Tres Pinos 
and Alcalde, in San Joaquin Valley, 
was never built. Considerable money 
was spent in surveys over this route, 
but the cost of construction and op- 
eration over the mountainous section, 
also the lack or probability of local 
business, caused the abandonment of 
the proposed line. 

During 1871 the Contract and Fi- 
nance Company started construction 
on the line of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company from Gilroy. Two 
miles south of that town the line 
branched at a point called Carnadero, 
one line continuing south toward Tres 
Pinos and another line swinging west- 
ward to what is now Watsonville 
Junction and then south to Salinas. 
The road was opened for traffic to 
Pajaro (Watsonville Junction), about 
one mile from the town of Watson- 
ville, on November 27, 1871, and to 
Salinas on November 1 the following 
year, 

From Salinas the road was built 25 
miles to:Soledad under the name of 
the Southern Pacific Branch Railroad 
Company, which had .been * incor- 
porated December 28,° 1872, :to “build

By 
‘August 12, 1878, the road was in op- 
eration to Soledad, where construction 
stopped. .The terminus. remained 
there until 1886, when the Pacifie Im- 
provement Company,” which was 
then the construction company for 
Southern: Pacific, extended the line 
south through Monterey County. 

Construction on the extension of the 
road south of Soledad was commenced 
in the spring of 1886, and by July 20 
the line was in operation to King 
City; to San Miguel on October 18; 
to Paso Robles on October 31; and to 
Templeton on November 16. From 
the latter point heavy construction 
was encountered in the Santa Lucia 
Mountains over the Cuesta Grande 
into Santa Maria Valley. Six tunnels 
and the famous “Horseshoe Curve” 
were built between Santa Marguerita 
and San Luis Obispo, Trains began 
operating to the former town on 
January 31, 1889, and San Luis Obispo 
received its first passenger train from 
San Francisco on May 5, 1894. Two 
years later, on August 18, the road 
was opened to Surf. 


Along the Ocean 


Here the railroad touched the shore 
of the Pacific Ocean and, over a sec- 
tion of 56 miles, it was built along the 
coast line to Ellwood, terminus of the 
road north of Santa Barbara. The 
beautiful scenic road, much of it built 
into the cliffs bordering the coast, was 
difficult in construction, and it was 
March 81, 1901, before the first 
through train from San Francisco 
passed through Santa Barbara over 
the Coast Line to Los Angeles, via 
Santa Paula and Saugus. 

The line from Montalvo to Oxnard, 
a little over five miles, on which work 
had been started during 1897,- was 
completed and opened for operation 
on April 15, 1898. Construction con- 
tinued during the next two years, and 
during March, 1901, was completed 
about 32 miles to the west side of 
Simi Tunnel at Hasson. This section 
was built at considerable expense due 
to the necessity of boring three tun- 
nels, one :at Chatsworth being more 
than a mile and a half long. A branch 
from the main Hne ‘out of Los An- 
geles, extending between Burbank and 
Chatsworth,: ‘had -.been- ‘built and 
opened “for traffic on September 30, 
1893...

The Ventura and Ojai Valley Rail- 
road from Ventura Junction to Nor- 
doff, which -had- been’ in operation 
since May ‘1, .1898, :was purchased by 
Southern Pacific on June 27, 1899. 

Road to Monterey 

Several important branch lines were 
extended from the main Coast Line 
prior to 1900. The Monterey and 
Salinas Valley Railroad Company, in- 
corporated March 5, 1874, opened its 
18%4-mile narrow gauge line between 
Salinas and Monterey during October 
that year. In January, 1880, the 
property came under management of 
the Pacific Improvement Company, 
after having been purchased by that 
company at foreclosure sale a few 
weeks previous, The latter company 
was then engaged in building a road 
from the Southern Pacific main line 
south from Castroville (now Del 
Monte Junction) to Monterey, about 
15 miles. In this work 12 miles of 
the former Salinas road, from the 
Salinas River crossing to Monterey, 
was rehabilitated as standard gauge, 
and the completed road from Castro- 
ville was placed in operation during 
January, 1880. The portion of the 
former narrow gauge road from the 
river crossing to Salinas was aban- 
doned. 

Monterey Railroad Company was 
the name of the organization incor- 
ported by Southern Pacific on Jan- 
uary 24, 1880, te manage the branch 
between Castroville and Monterey, 
Under the name of the Monterey Ex- 
tension Railroad Company, incorpor- 
ated January 6, 1888, plans were 
made to extend this branch from 
Monterey to the 
mouth of Carmel 
River via Pacific 
Grove, a distance 
of 16 miles, On 
August 1, 1889, 
the section be- 
tween Monterey 
and Lake Ma- 
jella, via Pacific 
Grove, was 
opened for traffic, 
but no further 
construction was 
done, 

The San Jose

The Loma Prieta branch from 
Aptos was built by the Loma Prieta 
Railroad Company, incorporated July 
10; 1882, and was opened five miles to 
Loma Prieta on November 13, 1883, 
This company was consolidated with 
the Pajaro and Santa Cruz. Railroad 
during the following year. The line 
was extended north a short distance 
to Monte Vista in March, 1888. The 
section north of Loma Prieta was 
abandoned during 1901. 

The Santa Cruz branch was form- 
erly the narrow gauge road of the 
Santa Cruz Railroad Company, which 
company was incorporated June 18, 
1878, and had opened the 21-mile road 
for operation between Watsonville 
(formerly Pajaro) and Santa Cruz on 
May 18, 1876. In October, 1881, the 
property was sold at judicial sale to 
the Pacific Improvement Company, 
which construction company changed 
the road to standard gauge and, on 
April 11, 1884, deeded the road to the 
Pajaro and Santa Cruz Railroad 
Company, a Southern Pacific or-

Brakeman Gets Patent for 
Window Casement 


AVID R, CANNY, passenger 

brakeman on the Los Angeles Di- 
vision, has been receiving hearty con- 
gratulations from his fellow workers 
and from Los Angeles builders upon 
his patenting of a novel, yet simple 
easement window that is proof against 
all weather conditions, yet requires 
no weather strips, locks, latches, 
catches hooks or bolts. 

The new window aptly is known as 
the “Canny” window and is attracting 
mueh attention from builders. The 
Pacific Door & Sash Company has 
taken over manufacturing and distrib- 
uting rights for Mr. Canny on a roy- 
alty basis, 

A circular to builders describes the 
window as follows: 

“The sash, whether single or in 


pair, is suspended on.a-sub-stile and 
head, ‘one and :a “half inches in width, 
and ‘the same thickness as the sash. 
This sub-frame is lifted by means of 


-a lever, acting through a connecting 


link ‘to the base of the ‘sub-stile, in 
‘an oblique motion, thereby permitting 
the sash to pass over the stool sur- 
face, and at the same time releasing 
the interlock at the meeting stiles of 
the casement. Swinging on ordinary 
parliment butts, the sash is then open- 
ed inward, the same as any swinging 
member is operated. When the case- 
ments are in a closed position, the en- 
tire ensemble is locked, so that no 
further locking devices are required 
to assure security and rigidity from 
within or without.”

Question: 
OES the Hospital Department 
make annual check-up or does an 
employe have to be sick before ex- 
amined? 
Answer: 

The Hospital Department has for 
several years been advising and en- 
couraging medical check-ups, Any 
employe can request such a check-up. 
Many of the common diseases that 
bring on physical disabiity could be 
checked in their incipiency. Frequently 
individuals do not know they have 
kidney or heart disease until they at- 
tempt to take out life insurance. Our 
policy is the prevention of disease. 
Therefore annual examinations are al- 
ways encouraged. 


Question: 

N connection with the column de- 

voted to Hospital Department in 
the Bulletin will you please advise 
me the treatment you recommend for 
complaint described below, 

I suffer for last 14 years from 
pains in the stomach. For five or 
six years it came periodically about 
every five months, remaining for 
three or four days. It has been an 
every day occurrence for last two 
years. The pain is sometimes on left, 
sometimes on right side. I never get 
headaches nor have I had one during 
my life. When the bowels move there 
is no pain there. I visited two out- 
side doctors during last four years, 
One said I suffered from gastric hy- 
peracidity. He gave prescription (al- 
kaline) white powder to be taken 
three times daily in water. When I 
take this I can eat anything, even 
iron, and digest it without pain. When 
I take no medicine I can eat. only 
very Hght foods. The other doctor 
said it was a case of nervousness and 
gave a prescription which I never 
used. I get a fit of vomiting some- 
times after eating. I really do not 
think it is either ulcer or appendix 
trouble. It may be a case of the 
bowels’ not being opened.
